OCCUPATIONS*  The  occupations  of  the  town  are  gradually  changing, 
the  report  of  lo  years  ago  stated  that  the  Town  was  solely  a 
Health  and  Holiday  resort  with  small  resident  population  of 
retired  business  and  professional  people.

The  town  retained  its  position  as  a Health  -and  Holiday 
resort  and.  the  holiday  season  of  1947  was  equal  to  that  expected, 
there  being  more  hotels  available  but  the  loss  of  boarding  houses  by 
conversion  into  flats  reflects  itself  in  the  lack  of  available- 
accommodation  for  lower  income  groups* 


, There  was  no  noticeable  distress  in  the  district  and 
employment  was  no  doubt  at  its  peak. 

Housing  conditions  have  been  greatly  eased  by  the 
conversion  of  large  boarding  houses  into  flats  and  the  keen  oversight 
of  the  bye-laws  Committee  of  the  Council  has  ensured  that  the 
tenants  of  these  flats  are  provided  with  all  up  to  date  amenities 
such  as  baths,  hotwater  systems,  separate  water  closets  eto. 

The  difficulties  of  flat  occupation  by  young  families 
is  noted  to  be  difficult  and  detrimental  to  health  where  children 
are  young.  The  erection  of  houses  by  the  Council  will  gradually 
overcome  this  matter  and  re-adjustment  of  families  will  "no  doubt  take- 
place.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OE  THE  AREA. 


Water  supply.  The  two  water  supplies  of  the  district,  Doldowlodd 
Estate  supply  and  the  Town  supply  were  satisfactory  throughout  the 
twelve  months. 

The  reports  on  the  Doldowlodd  Estate  Supply  have  been 
of  wholesome  and  plentiful  water,' this  source  supplies  14  premises  at 
Victoria  Road  and  ithon  Road. 

The  Town  supply  administered  by  the  Council  proved 
satisfactory  and  the  purification  of  the  river  water  was  efficiently 
maintained • 

The  further  improvement  of  the  mechanical  filters  by 
insertion  of  new  type  strainers  was  proceeded  with  and  it  is  found  that 
the  difficulties  caused  by  the  heavy  work  required  of  the  filters  in 
cleansing  the  crude  river  water  when  in  flood,  do  not  now  cause  straining 
of  the  new  filter  bottoms. 

The  bacteriological  reports  on  the  water  show  that 
a pure  and  wholesome  supply  was  maintained  throughout  the  year.

Sewerage  Disposal.  As  previously  reported  there  are  three 
dis p o s aT  w o rks  under  the  council’s  jurisdiction  viz:- 
(1)  phydllyndu  Disposal  works  which  deals  with  sewerage  froo  the 
greater  part  of  the  t own  (2)  Ddole  Road.  Disposal  Works  and  (3) 

Coe bach  septic  Tank. 

Effluents  froo  the  works  were  throughout  the 
the  year  of  noderate  condition,  and  developnents  were  carried  cut 
at  the  Rhydllyndu  Works  to  improve  conditions,  these  developnents 
comprising  the  construction  of  concrete  Hunus  settling  trough  part  of 
concrete  channels  to  river  and  cleansing  out  of  sludge  lagoons. 

The  proposed  developnents  were  not  completed  in  the  year. 

RIVERS  AMD  STREAMS.  No  action  was  taken  in  regard  to  pollution. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING.  Collection  of  household  and  trade  refuse  is 
carried  out  by  the  Council’s  vehicles  and  own  staff.  Collections 
being  as  follows Large  Hotels  - three  collections  per  week.  Large 
Shops  and  Houses  - two  collections  per  week.  Normal  collection  - 
once  per  week. 

Disposal  was  by  incineration  and  tipping, 
being  by  incinerator  in  treble  retort  incinerator  with  electrio 
powered  forced  draught  fan.  The  Collection  of  salvage,  in  particular 
waste  paper  was  carried  on  intensively  and  a total  of  25  tons  of 
waste  paper  was  disposed  of.  •
